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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

Claim 18 is objected to because of the following informalities: the word "fatty" on 
line 6 is misspelled. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 Withdrawn 
In view of the amendment to the claim 18 the earlier rejection under 35 uSC 112, 
paragraph two is withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 18-19 are again rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Schreier in view of 5,252,333 for the reasons given in the Paper of July 8 , 2004. 

Applicant argues that Schreier and 5,252,333 do not teach omega-2- 
phosphatidylcholine for treatment of all phases of bipolar disorder and his intent to 
amend claim 18 to specify that the method is a treatment for both manic and depressive 
phases of bipolar disorder. He further argues that the Declaration of November 10, 
2004 by Dr. Marangell under 37 CFR 1.132 states that it is not obvious that a treatment 
for one phase of bipolar disorder could be successfully used to treat other phases or 
mixed phases of bipolar disorder. However, in the absence other supporting 
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documentation this is not persuasive, since it is the opinion of Dr. Marangell and is not 
supported by data. 

Furthermore, it is not seen that the claim now recites that the method is to treat 
both the manic and the depressive phases of bipolar disorder.
